LIGHTED CHRISTMAS TREES 
ON WHITE HOUSE PORTICO 


Others Set Up Inside as Presi- 
dent’s Family Gathers for 
Holiday Observance.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Four 
Christmas trees have been placed 
on the front portico of the White 
House, and are _ illuminated at 
night. A large holly wreath hangs 
over the door. 

Inside, in the east door, which is 
open to the public, stands a 25-foot 
tree with a glistening star at the 
top. The family tree soon will be 
set up on the second floor. Candles 
instead of electric lights will be 
placed on it in response to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s wish. 

On Christmas eve, Mr. Roosevelt 
will go to Lafayette Park, opposite 
the White House, and light the tall 
community Christmas tree there. 

Members of the family are gath- 
ering for the holidays. All will be 
here except Mr. and Mrs. Elliott 
Roosevelt, the President’s son and 
daughter-in-law. 


CRUSHED GRAIN FOR BIRDS 
TO BE SCATTERED BY PLANE 


600 Pounds for Distribution; Pro- 
vision Is Made by Member of 
Humane Society. 

Six hundred pounds of crushed 
grain will be scattered from an air- 
plane tomorrow by the Humane 
Society of Missouri to feed birds 
whose food supply has been cut off 
by the snow. 

Eric H. Hansen, managing direc-

He finally 
granted that this might result from 
passage by Congress of a “work or 
fight” bill. 

Harris explained that all men 
from 18 years upward would be re- 
quired to register although only 
those from 18 to 45 years would be 
for military service. 


British Munitions Inquiry. 


Meanwhile, the munitions investi- 
gators received word of the ap- 
pointment of a British commission 
to inquire into the activities of En- 
glish munitions companies. Com- 
mittee members unanimously ex- 
pressed the hope the British in- 
quiry would be ‘“‘bona fide” and not 
a “whitewash.” 

Chairman Nye said “studies like 
ours in Britain and France will 
bring a result constituting greater 
service to posterity than has ever 
yet been recorded.” 

Vandenberg said “the greatest 
peace achievement in the history of 
the world will be that international 
conference on arms limitations and 
control which occurs after England, 
France and America have conclud- 
ed these munitions investigations.” 

Clark said the British action 
might be the beginning of a “world- 
wide move in all nations not con- 
trolled by dictation.” 

Industrial Mobilization. 


The committee turned again to its 
study of the War Department’s nn- 
dustrial mobilization plan in the 
event of war. Col. Harris agreed 
with committee members that the 
du Pont Powder Co. or any other 
manufacturing plant could be com- 
mandeered in time of war. 

Alger C. Hiss, committee investi- 
gator, developing the difficulty in 
estimating the cost of producing 
war material, said the first Liberty 
motors made during the World War 
cost $3200, of which $1635 was profit 
to the makers. The estimated cost 
of the machines, it developed, was 
twice the actual cost. The contract 
was abrogated to cut down the 
profits, Hiss said. 

Harris said that of the 12,000 
nlants to be used in time of war 
under the mobilization plan, 8000 
would make the same things they 
do in peace time. 

I fthey refused to go ahead under 
the Government plan, or haggled 
over profits, their plant. would b2 
taken over by the Government, he 
added. 

Senator Clark voiced his belief in 
a universal draft. “If you walked 
into the du Pont plant and sail ,All 
right, you've been’ drafted,’ you 
don’t have any doubt you could turn 
out powder?” he asked.

“I’m willing to bet you could turn 
out the powder,” Clark returned. “T 
believe I would, too, 
ceded.

LAUNDRY OWNERS 
WITHDRAW OFFER 
UF ARBITRATION 


Charge Representatives of 
Striking Union Drivers 
Are Responsible for Two 


Recent Bombings. 


ANNOUNCE OFFER 
OF $5000 REWARD 


Statement of Association 
Repeats That Demand for 
a Closed Shop Cannot 
Be Met. 


Charging that representatives of 
union labor are responsible for 
bombings at the homes of two laun- 
drymen, the 45 laundry owners af- 
fected by the strike of union driv- 
ers yesterday withdrew an offer to 
arbitrate and announced a $5000 
reward for arrests and convictions 
in the bombings. 

A statement of the charge and 

reward offer, signed by Roy S. 
Rauschkolob, manager of the _ St. 
Louis Laundry Board of Trade, 
representing the owners, read as 
follows: 
“Because we are convinced that 
recent bombing outrages perpetrat- 
ed upon the homes of laundrymen 
in St. Louis, as well as assaults and 
threats against our loyal drivers, 
must be charged to representatives 
of union labor, we are forced to 
withdraw alt offers of arbitration 
as a means of concluding this con- 
troversy. 

Closed Shop “the One Issue.” 
“Our offers of arbitration have 
stood from the first. Union labor 
refused to submit the matter to ar- 
bitration and has refused to ar- 
bitrate the one real issue of the 


controversy, namely, the closed 
shop. 

“Now, however, violence has 
spoken and taken its toll. It is 


traceable only to one source, the 
representatives to whom we have 
repeatedly offered arbitration as an 
amicable means of settlement. We 
repeat our original position, that 
we cannot meet union demands for 
a closed shop, and we intend to 
stand by the rights which we, as 
business men, insist must not be 
taken away. 

“We hereby publicly offer a re- 
ward of $5000 for the arrest and 
conviction of any person or per- 
sons guilty of the bombing of the 
homes of Roy S. Rauschkolb, 5926 
Cates avenue, on Dec. 14, and of 
Charles W. Weil, 3105 Longfellow 
boulevard, on Dec. 20.” 

Bombing of Weil Home. 

The laundry owners called a spe- 
cial meeting yesterday at Jefferson 
Hotel, following the bombing of the 


Weil home, which was damaged 
$3000. Mr. and Mrs. Weil and a 
maid were in the residence, a seven- 
room brick bungalow, when a dyna- 
mite bomb exploded at the front 
door, wrécking the front of the 
house and breaking windows in 
nearby homes. No one was injured. 
Weil, a director of the Laundry 


.| Board of Trade, was quoted as stat- 


ing he would be “the last man in 
St. Louis to sign a union agree- 
ment.” 

The Rauschkolb home, damaged 
$1000 by a bomb a week ago, was 
unoccupied because of repairs, 
which followed a fire of suspected 
incendiary origin last August. 
Chief of Detectives Carroll yes- 
terday asisgned Detective Sergeant 
Charles Shelton and four assistants 
to investigate the bombings. 


Men Out Since Dec. 10. 
The strike of union laundry driv- 


ers was called Dec. 10, following 


failure to negotiate a closed-shop 
contract with 45 firms. More than 
30 laundries and linen service com- 
panies signed the union agreement 
and are operating with union driv- 
ers. Firms resisting the union de2- 
mand replaced the strikers wita 
new men. 

Daniel J. Murphy, representative 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, with which the laundry 
drivers are affiliated, declined to 
comment on the laundrymen’s 
charge.

JUDGE DECLARES 


Hoffmeister Paroles Lotto 
Promoters Because, He 
Says, Worse Offenders 
Are Not Molested. 


LAW APPLIES 
‘EQUALLY TO ALL’ 


He Asserts He Can Point 
Out 25 Gaming Places 
Downtown Between

Circuit Judge Hoffmeister, in pa- 
roling two lotto-game _ operators 
from six-month workhouse terms, 
stated in open court’ today that

He also commented that 
the courts were engaged in prose- 
cuting minor violators, while ma- 
jor criminals run at large.

Pair Say They Quit Lotto. 

Judge Hoffmeister, who presided 
at the trial and has since: been 
transferred to the Court of Domes- 
tic Relations, sat in Division No. 
10, a criminal court, for the parole 
hearing. Pennock and his wife tes- 
tified they had given up lotto pro- 
motions and introduced testimony 
as to their good reputation. 

“I am granting a parole, for six 
months, because I believe these de- 
fendants deserve leniency,” the 
Court explained. “There are several 
similar cases on the criminal docket 
that have been pending for a long 
time. I have no way of knowing 
what disposition will be made of 
those cases, but it wolud be an in- 
justice for these defendants to serve 
their terms while more flagrant vio- 
lators went free. 

“The law should be administered 
equally to all. We know that there 
are smoke shops, book shops, key 
shops and every manner of shop 
in this city, which are nothing but 
gambling establishments in every 
form. I can point out 25 such es- 
tablishments in the downtown dis- 
trict between Broadway and 
Twelfth boulevard. Slot machines 
are in general operation, but the 
only offender arrested for having a 
slot machine is some small confec- 
tionery operator. 

Cites Case of “Spot” Reagan. 

“All violators should be appre- 

hended and punished for their 
crimes. Why don’t the police busy 
themselves with finding “Spot” Rea- 
gan (a former professional bonds- 
man sought for murder) and other 
criminals still at large. It is not 
reasonable that Reagan and such 
others should go free while the 
courts devote their time to prose- 
cuting minor violators.”

RFC TAKES CHARGE 
UF MOFFAT RAILROAD 


First Instance of Assuming 
Management by Government 
Lending Corporation. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Dec 21.—The Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation en- 
tered the railroad business today 
for the first time, taking over the 
management of the Moffat Road, 
a Colorado line. 

John W. Barriger, chief examiner 
for the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, announced here that Wil- 
son McCarthy of Oakland, Cal., for- 
mer FRC member, would be presi- 
dent of the Moffat. Most of the 
stock of the railroad will be trans- 
ferred to the RFC as trustee, Bar- 
riger said, and the present officers 
of the line will resign. 

The examiner said the RFC was 
forced to take over the road to pro- 
tect $10,500,000 in loans outstand- 
ing against the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western, which agreed to 
purchase the Moffat stock when it 
was granted permission to con- 
struct the Dotsero*cutoff in West- 
ern Colorado. 

This line connects the Moffat 
Road, from Denver through the 
Moffat Tunnel, and over the cutoff, 
to the D. & R. G. -W. tracks in 
Western Colorado, giving the D. & 
R. G. W. a new transcontinental 
rail line through this State. 

The D. & R. G. W. agreed to pur- 
chase 30,000 shares of Moffat stock 
when the cutoff was’ constructed 
and 20,000 additional shares,, the 
minority interets, before July 1, 
1935, at $155 a share. 

The D. & R. G. W. owed the RFC 
$7,500,000 and was forced to borrow 
$3,000,000 more to purchase the 
Moffat stock and to meet other 
obligations. 

With a $10,500,000 loan outstand- 
ing against the D. & R. G. W. and 
the Moffat line, Barriger said the 
RFC decided to take over its ac- 
tive management of the latter road. 
The D. & R. G. W. is owned jointly 
by the Missouri Pacific and West- 
ern Pacific Railroads.

She 
was a Republican judge of election 
in the precinct at the primary. 
New Bonds Signed. 

New bonds for $2000 each were 
furnished by the six defendants, 
three of whom were Republican 
election officials and three Demo- 
crats. William Hubele, Seventh 
Ward Republican committeeman, 
signed Mrs. O’Neill’s bond. William 
J. Brennan, contractor and Demo- 
cratic politician, signed for the five 
others. 

The five men under indictment 
are:

The fifteenth precinct of the 
Fourth, Known as Justice “Jimmy” 
Miller’s ward, is one of two pre- 
cincts of that ward in which the 
grand jury, investigating primary 
fraud charges, sought to open the 
ballot boxes. In both cases, pro- 
ceedings were hurriedly brought tn 
the State Supreme Court to block 
the inquiry, a quo warranto suit be- 
ing filed in the name of a voter 
residing in the precinct, and a tem- 
porary order was issued against 
opening the boxes. 

Hearing in January. 

The Supreme Court next month 
will hear arguments on applications 
for permanent restraining orders in 
the two cases. The Circuit Attor- 
ney of St. Louis, or a representa- 
tive, will argue that the grand jury 
has the right to open the boxes, 
under a plain provision of the State 
Constitution. 

Indictments were voted in the six 
cases without examining the box, 
but the evidence in the box is be- 
lieved to be needed for prosecution 
of the case. It is charged that the 
six election officials failed to put 25 
Republican ballots in the box. They 
were found later in a stove, it is 
charged.

IN CRASH OF 


IRAQ DESERT 


‘Flying Hotel”, Which 
Was Second in London to 
Melbourne Derby, Falls 
and Burns During Severe 


Thunderstorm. 


ON WAY TO JAVA 
FROM AMSTERDAM 


Three Passengers and Crew 
of Four on Dutch Craft 
Are Victims — Officials 
Think Ship Was Hit by 
Lightning. 


By the Associated Press. 

BAGHDAD, Iraq., Dec. 21.—The 
large American-built airplane 
Viver, pride of the Royal Dutch 
Air Lines, was found wrecked and 
burned today, its seven occupants 
dead. 

The plane crashed during a desert 
thunderstorm yesterday, 10 miles 
south of Rutba Wells, Iraq. Scoute 
ing planes of the British Royal Air 
Force, which had searched for the 


liner since early yesterday, found 
the wreckage. 

The liner, popularly known as 
“The Flying Hotel,” won’ second 
place in the recent London to Mel- 
bourne speed derby and won the 
handicap race. Exactly one month 
ago today 50,000 persons met “The 
Flying Hotel” when it returned to 
Amsterdam from Melbourne. Its 
pilots on that flight, K. D. Parmen- 
tier and J. J. Moll, were honored »y 
Queen Wilhelmina, 

When the crash occurred, the 
plane was making a speed flight 
from Amsterdam to Batavia, Java. 

List of the Victims. 

The victims were three passéne 
gers and four members of the crew. 
They were: 

Prof. Walch of Batavia Univere 
sity; M. Beretti, director of Aneta, 
official news agency of the Dutch 
East Indies; M. Kort, a business 
man; M. Beeknan, commander and 
chief pilot; Second Pilot Van Steen- 
bergen; H. A. Walewyn, engineer, 
and Wireless Operator C. Van Za- 
delhogg. 

Although the exact cause of the 
crash was not known, air officials 
here expressed the opinion the 
plane had been struck by lighte- 
ning. The last radio message from 
the craft, received early yesterday, 
said it was in difficulty during a 
storm near Rutba Wells and asked 


‘for its position. 


More than 20 British planes and 


‘armored cars had been pressed into 


the hunt for the liner. Unaware of 
the fate which had overtaken their 
countrymen, two veteran Dutch pi- 
lots hopped off from. Amsterdam 
this morning to aid in the search, 
They were G. J. Geysendorfer, who 
was pilot for the late Van Lear 
Black, Baltimore (Md.) publisher, 
and Commander Sillevis, 
On Way to Scene of Crash. 

Representatives of the Royal 
Dutch Air Lines and of the Brite 
ish Imperial Airways left Baghdad 
by air for the scene of the accident, 
250 miles away. 

The scene of the crash, midway 
between the coast of Palestine and 
Baghdad, is a desolate one. Sharp 
ridges rise out of great stretches 
of sandy desert, criss-crossed by 
narrow gorges which make a forced 
landing almost certain death. Royal 
Air Force flyers who know the ter- 
ritory say they always experience 
dangerous air currents which rise 
from the sunbaked gorges, 

Heavy rains, which hindered the 
land search, made a landing doubly 
dangerous. 

British armored cars, which are 
at the desert station of Rutba Wells, 
were within striking distance of the 
scene of the disaster, but the heavy 
rain yesterday made it doubtful 
whether they would be able to get 
through immediately. 

Twenty-four planes from the Brit- 
ish Royal Air Force bases at Gin- 
aidi and Amman roared over the 
desert this morning, despite predic- 
tions of another violent thundecr- 
storm, before word came that thes 
wreckage had been spotted. 

Pilots of the Uiver had hoped to 
reach Batavia in time to deliver 
Christmas mail and presents to col- 
onists. They sought to make the 
flight in five days, establishing a 
record. The plane left Cairo a few 
hours before the crash.

ANNOUNCES RULES 


OF REGISTRATION 


Regulations List Data Cor- 
porations Selling on Stock 


and Bond _ Exchanges 


Must Disclose. 


OFFICER’S SALARIES, 
BONUSES INCLUDED 


Their Ownership in Issues, 
Profit-Sharing Arrange- 
ments, Accounting Meth- 


ods Must Be Shown. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — The 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion last night announced the reg- 
ulations under which 2350 corpo- 
rations must disclose much data, 
including salaries and bonuses of 
the three highest-paid officials of 
each concern. 

If they desire to sell stocks and 
bonds on trading exchanges, cor- 
porations also must disclose -- 


among other things—details of 
profit-sharing arrangements, meth- 
ods of computing profit and loss 
options to buy stocks and bonds 
and ownership in such paper by of- 
ficers of the concerns. 

Chairman Joseph P. Kennedy 
said the rules were designed to 
give investors maximum informa- 
tion while burdening corporations 
as little as possible. 

“Nice Balance,” Whitney Says. 

Richard Whitney, president of 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
said the rules struck a “nice bal- 
ance.” | 

The commission did not try to 
require uniform accounting infor- 
mation for all corporations but set 
up a uniform standard which the 
various systems must meet. The 
commission said the standard was 
ata high level.” 

“The commission’s emphasis in 
this respect,” said Kennedy, “has 
been on substance rather than on 
form. It is something like a bridge 
game. We don’t care what system 
you play, just so you let us know 
your system, and so long as you do 
not change it in the middle of the 
game.” 

Registration of stocks and bonds 
means that the corporation back of 
them has filed certain data with 
the commission—data which must 
be true, else an investor may sue 
the company to recover. The new 
rules are for permanent registra- 
tion of listed offerings, but the 
way was left open to change any 
requirements found burdensome. 
Groundwork for Annual Reports. 

The rules lay the groundwork for 
annual, and perhaps even more 
frequent reports from companies. 
This means, officials said, that the 
public will be able to check on 
companies more closely than be- 
fore. 

The rules for a uniform standard 
in accounting require information 
to be stated according to certain 
principles. This, officials hope, will 
permit complete comparisons  be- 
tween corporations. 

For the man wishing to check on 
comparative efficiency, the com- 
mission has required corporations 
to report their gross sales. This 
figure has never been generally 
available. It enables the investor 
to determine what the amount of 


_ total sales was in relation ‘to cost, 


it is said, and so over a period of 
years the investor can see whethér 
the company is reducing costs in 
comparison to sales. Further, he 
can compare the records of various 
companies, 


Filing Limit June 30, 1935. 

The filing of the form with the 
commission constitutes registration. 
Actual filing of the new statements 
is not expected before February. All 
must be filed by June 30, 1935, al- 
though exception will be made. 

As the requirements do not apply 
to corporations that do not list 
their stocks and bonds on ex- 
changes thousands of companies 
are not affected. However issues 
not traded- on exchanges, but 
bought and sold in other ways, will 
be affected later. 

The rules do not require uniform 
accounting—that is, methods of 
presenting the information—but, 
Kennedy said, they do require uni- 
form informaion, and explanation 
of the accounting method used. 

“Corporations may not now shift 
their methods in the middle of the 
deal,” he explained. 

One rule requires all holders of 
more than 10 per cent of a com- 
pany’s stock to report their hold- 
nings. Such information on an an- 
nual basis will permit analysis in 
shifts of control.

Some re- 
‘lated to the dye tariff, others to 
arms embargoes. Carpenter ad- 
dressed Irenee du Pont as “Dear 
Buss,” and Irenee called Carpenter 
“Dear Roule.” Irenee_- said that 
some Senators told him that du 
Ponts didn’t know how to get legis- 
lation—that what they needed was 
ja “good under-cover man,’ 

“Good Under-cover Man.” 

In one letter, Carpenter stated 
that he saw no reason why the 
company should maintain its smoke- 
less powder department for the 
Government’s benefit, as he believed 
that, in the event of another war, 
the Government would “take over 
industry.” He also sent letters to 
Delaware Senators and Represent- 
atives telling them how they should 
vote on various measures. 

It developed that the Senators 
who suggested the installation of 
an “undercovey man” in Washing- 
ton were Watson of Indiana and 
Frelinghuysen of New Jersey, and 
that Carpenter approved it.

TROOPS GUARD SHERIFF 
AT SHELBYVILLE, TENN. 


Says He Has Been Threatened 
Repeatedly Since Burning 
of Courthouse by Mob.

SHELBYVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 21.— 
The Sheriff of Bedford County went 
about his duties today under pro- 
tection of a guard of 30 Tennessee 
militiamen in the aftermath of 
Wednesday’s rioting which has cost 
four lives. 

The chief peace officer of the 
county, Sheriff T. E. Grant, = re- 
turned to his home in the jail build- 
ing late yesterday. He said he 
planned to remain “whether they 
(his enemies) will let us or not.” 
His’ son, John E. Gant, a Deputy 
Sheriff, also returned. 

Deputy Gant was eae member of 
the party which took E. K. Harrjs, 
Negro, to Nashville Wednesday af- 
ter the mob that was trying to 
lynch Harris halted his trial for 
assault on a young white girl. 

The Sheriff said both he and his 
son were threatened several times 
before they returned and “we have 
received a lot of threats since we 
got bac.” “I only did my duty,” the 
Sheriff said. 

On his return, a detail of 60 
National Guardsmen, from the 600 
stationed here, was assigned to the 
jail. At all times, 30 are on duty. 
Others are patroling the pubiic 
square. 

Floyd (Pat) Lawes, 28 years old, 
a farmer, died in a  Shelby- 


Ville hospital today of wounds suf- 


fered when guardsmen fired into 
the crowd around the courthouse. 

Gilford Freeman, 45 years old, a 
machinist and resident of Peters- 
burg, died late yesterday of abdom- 
inal wounds, suffered in the fight 
between the troops and the mob at 
the courthouse. Two men were 
killed Wednesday and the mob lat- 


‘er burned the $150,000 courthouse. 


The identity of one of the dead 
remained unestablished. He 
pronounced dead at Bedford Coun- 
ty Hospital Wednesday afternoon 
but before doctors could learn his 
name his body disappeared. The 
other man killed was Raleigh Ed- 
wards, a house painter.

RATE ORDER VOID 


Finds Judge Sevier Exceed- 
ed Power in Authorizing 
~’ 74 Missouri Firms to Col- 
lect 16 2-3 Pct. Increase. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 21.—An 


order of Cole County Circuit Court, 
directing 74 of the stock fire in- 
surance companies in Missouri to 
collect an increase of 16 2-3 per cent 
in fire and windstorm insurance 
rates, and impounding the increase 
pending review by the court of rea- 
sonableness of the rates, was held 


invalid today by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court en banc, which ruled 
the lower court exceeded its juris- 
diction. 

The Supreme Court, in a quo war- 
ranto proceeding by Attorney-Gen- 
eral McKittrick, ordered the 74 
companies “ousted of the right and 
privilege of collecting the 16 2-3 per 
cent increase” unless and until the 
higher rates were approved by the 
State Insurance Superintendent, as 
provided by law, or were permitted 
by proper order of a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. _ 

However, while the lower court’s 
order was knocked out on the 
ground it was not properly issued 
under the circumstances in connec- 
tion with the proceeding for review 
of an order of former State Insur- 
ance Superintendent Joseph B. 
Thompson denying the increase, the 
Supreme Court did not close the 
door to collection of the higher 
rates pending a final decision. 

Legal Course Suggested. 

In fact, the opinion suggested 
the proper legal course for the com- 
panies, if they desired to collect 
the higher rates pending end of the 
litigation, was to make a prelimi- 
nary showing that the superin- 
tendent’s order disapproving the in- 


crease was confiseatory, obtain an 


injunction, and furnish bond. 

In a companion case, the Supreme 
Court today made absolute a pre-| 
liminary rule of prohibition re-. 
straining Judge Nike Sevier of Cole 
County Circuit Court from enforc- 
ing his order directing collection ot 
the increase, and impounding it :n 
his court. This was for the same 
reason as the ruling in the quo war- 
ranto case, that he had exceeded his 
jurisdiction. 

The Supreme Court made no find- 
ing as to disposition of the approxi- 
mately $1,600,000 of excess premi- 
ums which have been impounded 
since the review proceeding begun 
in June, 1930. It was indicated the 
disposition of this fund would have 
to be determined in some other 
proceeding. 

Ruling on Impounded Funds. 

“We have no right in this quo 
warranto proceeding directly or in-| 
directly to take charge of the funds 
which have been impounded in the 
Circuit Court in the review proceed- 
ing,’ the Court said, “and to order 
their distribution by that court to

Total of $1,203,000,000 So Far for 
Fiscal Year; Hard Liquor 
Returns Up. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—-Total 
internal revenue collections for the 
first five months of the current fis- 
cal year were $1,203,694,005, an in- 
crease of $290,579,968 over the same 
period last year. Income taxes to- 
taled $257,526,385, up $68,977,503; 
miscellaneous internal revenue 
$722,826,.677, an increase of $92,- 
190,378, and agricultural adjustment 
taxes $223,340,942, a gain of $129,- 
412,085. 

The malt liquor taxes totaled $14,- 
910,445 in November, compared to 
$16,714,614 in October and $25,316,- 
818 in July. They were the lowest 
for beer taxes since April. 

Hard liquor taxes have increased 
slowly since June. They increased 
from $7,416,475 in July,to $14,420,265 
in October and $15,087,767 in No- 
vember, the highest figure since 
repeal. 

All liquor taxes from July 1, 1933, 
to Nov. 30, 1934, amounted to $437,- 
829,931. They included malt liquor, 
$260,722,700; distilled spirits, $119,- 
337,530, and the import excise tax, 
$12,352,143.

BURNING SHIP 
BEACHED AFTER 
RALE TO BOSTON 


Freighter Ontario, Listing 
Badly from Water Poured 
Into Hold, Towed from 
Dock to Island. 


By the Associated Press. 


BOSTON, Dec. 21—The 30-year- 
old freighter Ontario, listing astern 
from water poured on a stubborn 
aft-hold fire which sent the steam- 
er racing to port last night, was 
towed from her dock this forenoon 
by tugs and fireboats and beached 
on Governor’s Island, a half mile 
down Boston harbor. 

Hidden from view by a haze of 
smoke and steam, the freighter, 
which was bound for Baltimore and 
Norfolk when fire started in a car- 
go of wool tops about two miles off 
Sandwich, near the Massachusetts 
Bay entrance to Cape Cod Canal, 
was guided slowly across’ the 
harbor. 

The Ontario’s crew of 40 remained 
with the stricken vessel, although 
weary and near exhaustion after an 
all-night fight against fumes and 
smoke. They were expected to 
leave the ship while firemen con- 
tinued to fight the smouldering 
mass in the third hold. 

The fire began in number three 
hold and spread through the lower 
decks. The skipper, Capt. John 
Kauserud, was overcome three 
times, his officers said, as he led 
his crew into the thick of the 
smoke and flames as they raced for 
port, 

Waiting land engines and fire- 
boats poured tons of water into the 
rapidly listing ship and within the 
hour between 6 a. m. and 7 a. m. 
water in the hold rose from 24 to 
38 inches. 

The fire fighters wore gas masks 
as they attempted to get into the 
smoky lower decks and = several 
hose lines were eased off in an 
effort to give the ship’s pumps a 
chance to rid the holds of accumu- 
lated water. The engine room was 
the one ’tween decks section habit-:

SHIP RESCUE GREW. 
HONORED IN’ FRANCE 


Saved Skipper Says Wood 
Cargo Kept His Vessel 
Afloat. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHERBOURG, France, Dec, 21.—~ 
The Norwegian ship Sisto, from 
which 17 men were rescued in mid- 
Atlantic early Wednesday, “floated 
only because she was loaded with 
wood,” Capt. Joaquim Reinerstein 
of the Sisto said here last night. 

The tall young veteran of two 
shipwrecks praised the bravery of 
the lifeboat crew that put out from) 
the liner New York amid boiling 
seas and took the captain and his 
16 men aboard as they unlashed' 
themselves from the Sisto’s super 
structure and plunged into the sea, 

A hero’s welcome was given Capt. 
Fritz Kruse, commander of the, 
New York, and his crew on the ar- 
rival of the liner here. Capt. Kruse 
and Second Officer Wiesen, who, 
commanded the lifeboat that took 
off the sisto men, modestly dis- 
claimed any heroism on their part, 
but the president of the Cherbourg 
Chamber of Commerce waved aside 
their protestations and handed 
Kruse a miedal and a bouquet. 

The 16 members of the Sisto’s 
crew remained in their tourist quar- 


liters aboard ‘the New York while 


Capt. Reinerstein retold the dra- 
matic story he radioed to the As- 
sociated Press shortly after the 
rescue. 

The Norwegians will stay aboard 
the New York until it reaches Ham- 
burg, continuing thence to Norway. 

“The lifeboat crew was marvel- 
ous in its fearlessness,” Capt. Rein<- 
erstein said, “when it came along- 
side we jumped one by one. I my- 
self landed 15 yards from the Nlife- 
boat. 

“T was shipwrecked off Iceland in 
1922 when another ship went down 
but I have seldom seen such a ter- 
rible storm. The disaster was due 
to the storm twisting the rudder 
out of shape so that the Sisto could 
not head into the wind.”

SAYS GERMAN FIRMS 
PATENT WAS INVALID 


Indianapolis Engineer Takes 
Stand for Carter Carburetor 
Co. in St. Louis. Suit. 


Carl Britton, Indianapolis, me- 
chanical engineer, took the stand 
in Federal Judge Davis’ court to- 
day as the first witness for the 
Carter Carburetor Co., 2838 North 
Spring avenue, which is being sued 
for an accounting by the Pallas Ap- 
paratus Co., Ltd., of Berlin, alleging 


infringement of its carburetor pat- 
ent. 

Britton, who served as chief in- 
spector for the United States Gov- 
ernment during the World War, in 
testing carburetors used in airplane 
engines and other motors, supported 
the defense contention that the Ger- 
man company’s patent was invalid 
and should not have been issued 
because it was not a “new, novel 
and useful device.” 

The principles involved had long 
been known to carbureor manufac- 
turers, Britton stated after giving 
lenghty technical testimony con- 
cerning six other similar patents 
issued before the German company 
received its patent in 1912. 

The German company offered no 
testimony as to the number of car- 
buretors, making use of its patent, 
manufactured by the Carter Co. 
from 1926 to 1930, the period cov- 
ered by the suit. No testimony as 
to proper measures of damages 
was offered. If the court finds 
there was an infringement, a spe- 
cial master will be appointed to 
hear testimony as to proper dam- 
ages. 

It was shown by the German 
comipany that the United States 
Government allowed it $110,005 for 
use of its patent during the war.

change was founded about 1875 un- 
til two years ago when he was elect- 
ed secretary emeritus and Henry 
Plauche was made active secretary. 
Though in recent years he had 
lost his hearing, Hester remained 
in active charge of cotton statistics 
at the exchange and his authority 
on cotton movement and statistics 
generally was recognized by the en- 
tire cotton world. Often referred 
to as “Father of Cotton Statistics,” 
he never owned a bale of cotton. 
Henry Garretson Hester was born 
in New Orleans Nov. 18, 1846, the 
son of Charles Hester, an English- 
man prominent in realty dealings. 
After leaving school he first stud- 
ied law but abandoned his reading 
for newspaper work. He possessed 
|a@ natural talent for commercial re- 
_porting, which was developed while 
he was a member of the staff of 
'the Price Current, a daily business 
paper. He next became financial 
editor of the New Orleans Picayune. 
As secretary of the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange he developed the 
system of cotton statistics which 
later came into world-wide use 
wherever American cotton was trad- 
ed. First he used only telegraphic 
reports from nearby growing lo- 
calities, then extended the reports 
to all sections of the South. 
The system operated by him on 
the New Orleans exchange was 
copied by exchanges of Savannah, 
Mobile, Galveston and Houston, all 
reports coming to New Orleans. 
For many years Mr. Hester’s 
daily, weekly and annual figures 
have been used to count the crop 
and measure all movements. The 
United States Government accepted 
as authoritive his movement “into 
sight” of the American crop, as 
well as other details. 

Statistics always were prepared 
personally by Mr. Hester, his as- 
sistants performing only the steno 
graphic work.

| LARGEST U. S. FLYING BOAT 
MEETS ITS INITIAL TESTS 


25-Ton Craft Built to Carry 47 Pas- 
sengers and Crew of Six, 
Up for an Hour. 
Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

MIDDLE RIVER, Md., Dec. 21.— 
America’s largest heavier-than-air 
craft, Pan American Airways Clip- 
per No. 7, was tried out over Chesa- 
peake Bay yesterday and found 
highly able. 

After two hours of careful tests 
of surface maneuverability, the 25- 
ton flying boat took the air for an 
hour and Glenn L. Martin, builder; 
William K. Ebel, assistant chief en- 
gineer of the Martin plant, who was 
at the controls, and L. C. McCarty, 
project engineer, were well satis- 
fied. 

Although the four 800-horsepower 
engines were not opened up fully, a 
speed of nearly 180 miles an hour 
was attained. The ship will cruise 
at 165 miles an hour. 

The new all-metal ship has a wing 
span of 130 feet, an over-all length 
of 89% feet, carries 47 passengers 
and a crew of six, and on a trans- 
oceanic run could carry 24 sleep- 
ing passengers and one ton of mail. 

It is the first of three to be built 
for Pan American Airways at a 
total cost of $900,000. It will have a 
smoking room, bar, men’s and la- 
dies’ rooms, galley, crew quarters 
and control room.

The St. Louis County League of 
Municipalities decided last night to 
introduce at the forthcoming ses- 
Sion of the Legislature a resolution 
to submit to the voters a constitu- 
tional amendment permitting the 
creation of a centralized system 

‘| of government in the county. 

The resolution will be prepared 
by a committee headed by J. C. 
Hoester Jr., city attorney of Kirk- 
wood. It then will be referred to 
the league’s legislative committee 
and finally submitted to a special 
meeting of the league in about two 
weeks. 

No detailed plan of a change in 
the county government will be au- 
thorized until approval of the ena- 
hling act is obtained from the Leg- 
islature, A committee will then 
draft a detailed governmental plan 
for submission to the county vot- 
ers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Estab- 
lishment of a staff of full time NRA 
representatives of national code 
authorities “to represent adequately 
the public interest” was announced 
today by the Recovery Administra- 
tion. 

At the same time, regional offices 
for code administration were estab- 
lished in New York and Chicago. 
Others will be set up in San Fran- 
cisco, Cleveland, Boston and Phila- 
delphia. 

The new members of the code au- 
thorities are to operate from these 
offices. The legal, research and plan- 
ning and other divisions of NRA, 
as well as the Labor and Industrial 
Advisory Board, may later assign 
representatives to these offices.

Many special programs had to be 
developed. A water conservation 
program was instituted and $800,000 
of seed for late forage crops was 
purchased for distribution to per- 
sons throughout the State who were 
on relief or unnable to purchase 
the seed. Removal of cattle from 
drouth-stricken areas necessitated 
the employment of approximately 
5000 persons for State canneria2s. 
Between 15,000,000 and 16,000,000 
cans of beef products have been 
canned for distribution to relief 
families this winter. Approximate- 
ly 485,000 cattle were purchased 
during the program. 

To date, approximately 166,000 
acres of corn fodder has been pur- 
chased by the relief administration 
in Missouri, which is expected to 
yield 200,000 tons of fodder to carry 
livestock through the winter in the 
drouth-stricken areas. 

Public Mattress Factories. 

In addition to these large pro- 
grams, the relief administration is 
operating 21 mattress factories in 
the State. Approximately 18,000 
mattresses have been made in Mis- 
souri for future distribution to re- 
lief families. These factories are 
destined to close in the near future, 
when the State’s quota is completed. 

The rural rehabilitation program 
is getting under way, with investi- 
gations now being made of approxi- 
mately 1000 farm families. By 
March relief officials expect that 
4000 farm families will have been 
taken from the relief rolls and giv- 
en a start toward self-support. 

Based on an estimated present 
population of 3,700,000, the per cap- 
ita expenditure for various types of 
relief in Missouri, including the 
civil works program, will be ap- 
proximately $18 for the 28-month 
period ending Jan. 1, 1935. 

From the time the relief program 
was inaugurated in Missouri on 
Sept. 1, 1932, until the first of next 
year, approximately $65,000,000 will 
have been expended.

Sassin and had favored retention 
of the former, no disagreement with 
Darst was voiced by any member 
after the executive meeting with 
Darst. 

Inquiries were referred to Darst, 
who said a plan to make the clinic 
part of a proposed psychopathic 
hospital made it desirable to re- 
place Dr. Nelson. The clinic now 
is a detached unit of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. A psycho- 
pathic hospital to cost about $1,000,- 
000 has been contemplated under 
the bond issue of last May. Darst, 
saying Dr. Nelson’s services ‘since 
he founded the clinic for child guid- 
ance 11 years ago had been satis- 


“sincere regret” in parting with 
him. He added that Dr. Nelson had 
accomplished much good for chil- 
dren referred to the clinic by offi- 
cial agencies.

It was explained further by Darst 
and Hospital Commissioner Thomp- 
son that Dr. Sassin was younger 
than Dr. Nelson and would use 
medical means as well as psycho- 
logical in dealing with cases.

Voss Makes Fine Play.

Penalties Handicap Leafs.

PAID TO W. & J 
FOOTBALL STARS, 
PRESIDENT SAYS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PITTSBURGH, Dec. 21.—With the 
frank announcement yesterday by 
Dr. Ralph C. Hutchinson, its presi 
dent, that Washington and Jeffer- 
son had paid $40,000 a year in subs 
sidies for football players and hences 
forth was prepared to pay nothing, 
one of the great “football colleges” 
of another era officially became no 


more, 

W. and J., the school that turned 
out all-Americans in great profusion 
at one time, is playing only one ma- 
jor team in 1935—its ancient rival, 
Pittsburgh. 

And, said Dr, Hutchinson by im- 
plication, he henceforth intended to 
try the innovation of playing stu- 
dents on the football team. He 
said: 

“Tt is impossible for a team drawn 
from a student body of 450 to play 
great universities unless that team 
is built up for extensive subsidiza- 
tion of athletes.” 

But, from the standpoint of the 
sport page reader, how the mighty 
have fallen! Ten years ago, W. and 
J. was a power in college football 
second to none. Some of its names 
still live, though tittle by little the 
athletic prestige of the school has 
waned, 

There was “Fat” Henry, the great 
tackle; Johnny Spiegel, the quarter- 
back; Herb Kopf and Stein, ends; 
Benckert, another back, and dozens 
of others. In fact, few all-America 
teams in those days were consid- 
ered complete without W. and J, 
representation. 

The team even went to the Rose 
Bowl and held a great California 
eleven to a scoreless tie. But that’s 
all over now. W. and J, is going to 
play football without football play- 
ers, 

The college, he said, provided play- 
ers with free tuition, board and 
room, and books, and the average 
squad included about 50 men, or 
about one-tenth of the institution’s 
student body of around 500.

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MAN WHOSE BOND 
LASKY SIGNED 
IS RE-ARRESTED 


Jack G. Edwards Taken 
Into Custody on Order 
From United States Dis- 
trict Attorney. 


Jack G. Edwards, at liberty on 
an appeal bond after being convict- 
ed of mail fraud, was rearrested 
yesterday because his bond, signed 
by Joe Lasky, was deemed worth- 
less by United States District ‘ At- 
torney Blanton. 

Lasky, against whom there are 
bond forfeitures totaling $20,000 in 
Circuit Court, in qualifying to sign 
Edwards’ bond, listed himself as 
the owner of the same property he 
offered as security for the forfeited 
bonds, a group of ramshackle 
stores and tenements at the south- 
west corner of Fifteenth and Biddle 
streets. 

Investigation since the bonds were 
forfeited has shown that Lasky is 
not the owner of the property, but 
the lessee, and that the owners 
have been unable to collect rent 
from him because Lasky gets but 
trifling payments from the Negro 
families who live in the buildings. 

Swore to $25,000 of Property. 

Last May, however, Lasky made 
oath before United States Commis- 
sioner Burke that he owned the 
property, and that it was worth 
$25,000. On that statement Burke 
permitted Lasky to sign a $5000 
bond for Edwards.

Christmas is a gala feast day in 
most households, the time of year,

fixings.” Here is the menu we have 
selected for our Christmas dinner. 
May good health and good appetite 
attend you, and your Christmas be 
a happy and a merry one. 
Christmas Dinner Menu. 
Stuffed grapefruit (oranges, figs 
and grapefruit with grenadine 
syrup) 
Roast turkey with giblet gravy and 
chestnut stuffing 

Celery, olives, cranberry sauce 

Mashed potatoes, buttered Brussels 
sprouts 
Special Christmas salad . 
Plum pudding with brandy sauce 
Coffee Mints. 

The day before Christmas stuff 
the turkey, truss and place in the 
icebox ready to cook next day. 
Wash the lettuce and celery and 
place in the ice box to chill and 
crisp. See that all supplies are or- 
dered for the holiday by checking 
carefully a list of all needed in- 
gredients compiled from the recipes 
to be used, allowing the following 
amounts for eight people., 

Four small grapefruit. 

Three navel oranges. 

One small can figs. 

Two to three tablespoons grena- 
dine syrup. 

Nine to 10-lb turkey. 

One lb. chestnuts for stuffing. 

One loaf stale bread for stuffing. 

Poultry seasoning. 

Two bunches celery hearts. 

One pound cranberries. 

One-half pint coffee cream. 

One-half pint bottle olives. 

Three pounds potatoes. 

Two quarts Brussels sprouts. 

One head iceberg lettuce. 

One large can sliced. pineapple. 

One-half pound malaga ‘grapes. 

One-half pound Brazil nuts. 

Two canned pimientos. 

One-half cup French dressing. 

Two pounds plum pudding. 

One and a half cups brandy sauce. 

One-eighth pound coffee. 

One pound assorted mints. 

Stuffed Grapefruit. 

Cut chilled grapefruit in half, re- 
move seeds, and cut around each 
section of pulp with a thin, small, 
éharp knife. Then loosen the pulp 
from the rind by running the knife 
around the part next to the rind, 


' cutting through the membranes | 


separating the sections. This whole 


tough membrane or skeleton may | 
then be lifted out, leaving the grape- | 
fruit s@ctions in the shell. Add to! 
each half of grapefruit, two large | 
tablespoons diced oranges, one| 


canned fig, cut in quarters, and 


about half a tablespoon grenadine | 
syrup. Mix lightly with a spoon | 
and chill before serving. Serve on | 
. decorative plates, preferable green | 
' glass, and decorate each with a 


small spring of holly. 
Chestnut Stuffing. 


Cover one pound French chest- | 
nuts with boiling water and simmer | 
for 20 minutes. Drain, cool, shell | 
and run through the meat chopper. | 
Mix with one cup cracker crumbs | 


and two cups stale, soft  bread- 
crumbs, one-half cup melted butter 
or other shortening, one teaspoon 
poultry seasoning, one to two tea- 
spoons salt, a little pepper and 
enough hot water, milk or thin 
cream to moisten slightly. The 
dressing should be barely wet. Stuf- 
fing for a 10-pound turkey or two 
chickens. 
Special Christmas Salad. 

Arrange crisp lettuce on each 
Plate and place on it a slice of 
canned pineapple. Cut chilled 
malaga grapes in half and remove 
the pits. Arrange a layer of the 
grapes on the pineapple and sprin- 
kle with a thick layer of thinly 
sliced, shelled. Brazil nuts. Cut 
small stars from canned pimiento 
and place one on each salad. Serve 
* with cream mayonnaise or French 

salad dressing, slightly sweetened.

One-half cup butter 

One and one-third cups sugar 

Two and a half cups flour 

One-half teaspoon salt 

Three teaspoons baking powder 

One-half cup milk 

One-half cup syrup from pineap- 
ple used for filling . 

One and one-half teaspoons va- 
nilla 

Three egg whites 

Cream butter and sugar, add dry 
ingredients which have been sifted 
together alternately with the milk, 
Then add pineapple syrup. Add 
vanilla and fold in stiffly beaten 
ezgg whites. Pour into two greased 
layer pans and bake in a moderate 
(350 degrees) oven for 35 minutes. 

Pineapple Filling.

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PEA AS FOOD 
COMES INTO ITS OWN 


Discovered by Soldiers in Civil 
War, This Legume Can Be 
Used in Tasty Dishes. 


That favorite American sport— 
eating peanuts—will have more 
than enough material to work with 
this year, what witn a crop of some 
billion and 50 million pounds to 
consume. The biggest markets for 
peanuts as a food are in peanut 
butter and salted peanuts, while 
secondary uses are found in short- 
enings, dressings and animal fod- 
der that gives bacon and ham the 
delicious peanut flavor. 

Because of its frivolous associa- 
tions, no doubt, the peanut was not 
taken seriously for table use until 
recent years, The Civil War taught 
the armies of both North and South 
to eat the “goober pea.” But many 
vears went by before machinery 
was developed for harvesting and 
shelling peanuts for large-scale use 
as human food. Then came the 
peanut thresher, the mechanical 
peanut picker, the crusher, and 
sheller—also the cleaning 
and the oil mill. The peanut indus- 
try had arrived. 

Peanut Source of Protein. 
The peanut is a legume, like peas 


and beans, having the peculiar habit | 


of blooming above the ground and 
then burying its seedpods in the 
ground. Botanically speaking, the 
peanut is not a nut at all, but, like 
the true nuts, it is rich in fat. And 
like the legtimes, it is rich in pro- 
tein. Moreover, the quality of the 
peanut protein is superior and sup- 
plements the protein of wheat to 
make a particularly nutritious com- 
bination. It is also a good source of 
phosphorus and a fair source of 
iron, and it is rich in vitamin B. 
Peanuts were brought to the 
United States from Brazil by way 
of Africa and the early slave ships. 
As a commercial crop, they were 
grown first in Virginia and North 
Carolina, but soon took hold 
throughout the cotton belt, where 
the boll weevil was destroying cot- 
ton crops. The Virginia varieties— 
Virginia Bunch,Virginia Runner and 
Virginia Jumbo—are the largest, 
and they are grown chiefly in 
Southeastern Virginia, Northeastern 
North Carolina, and Central Ten- 
nessee. The Spanish peanut, much 
smaller than the Virginia, and with 
a kernel more nearly round, is 
most widely grown in the rest of 
the South. It is more oily than the 
Virginia peanuts, and the best pea- 
nut butter is made of a mixture of 
the Spanish and Virginia types. The 
nuts are roasted, blanched to re- 
move the skins, and the “heart” or 
germ is taken out, to prevent the 
butter from becoming rancid too 
easily. The chosen varieties are 
automatically blended in the 
sired proportion, usually about half

AT THE LAST MINUTE 


F you didn’t make your fruit 
| cake during the first weeks 

of December and have sud- 
denly decided that you want 
one, don’t despair. Here is an 
easy-to-make recipe that fits 
into the crowded holiday 
schedule as expertly as the last 
minute shopper in a crowded 
elevator.

Britain Cannot ‘‘Risk’”’ 
tting Level for Pound 
at tis “31a. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—Neville Cham- 
berlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, told the House of Com- 
mons today that Great Britain, un- 
der present circumstances cannot 
“risk” stabilization of her currency. 

He said that although it would be 
“very helpful if we could once again 
get stabilization on a common in- 
ternational standard ef currency, in 
the present circumstances we Can- 
not afford to run the risk which 
would be involved and take from 
ourselves our freedom to move the 
pound where we wanted it. 

“We must wait until there is such 
a change in the price level as will 
bring the dollar and franc into 
greater harmony with one another 
—the position which is the object, 
I understand, of the United States 
administration to bring about and 
for which I, for one, wish it all pos- 
sible success.” 

“The question is as to the level at 
which such stabilization should be 
effected,” he said. 

Difficult at Present Time. 

He said the sponsors of the sta- 
bilization idea “did not appreciate 
the great difficulty of attempting 
stabilization at any level at the 
present time.” 

He said that the British exchange 
equalization fund never was used 
either to depreciate or appreciate 
the British pound. “It is used ex- 
clusively,” he said, “for ironing out 
minor fluctuations of the pound 
which may arise from _ various 
causes, but which do not affect the 
general and more permanent trend.” 

Chamberlain said that Britain by 
“stabilizing sterling in the sterling 
area” had made possibly the best 
contribution to the situation. He

Dollar and Franc at Odds. 


‘The real difficulty with the sit- 
uation,” he continued, “and one 
which we ourselves can’t control, is 
that the dollar and the franc are 
not in harmonious relation one with 
another, and the pound, which 
stands between the two, is dear in 
terms of dollars, but not so dear in 
francs.” 

Therefore, Chamberlain argued, 
the pound is weak interms of the 
franc, but not so weak as the dollar. 

“In our present condition,” he 
said, “and in consequence of this 
disramony between the gold bloc 
an dthe dollar, also based on gold, 
there is freedom to move in either 
direction and thus achieve again a 
fairly stable position for the pound. 
But if we had stabilization, we lose 
that freedom; we could not tehn 
move either in one direction or the 
other. 

“The result, therefore, of trying 
to stabilize while this disharmony 
exists woudl be that we might find 
ourselves in a position where we 
would be thrown off gold again or

Being a cosmopolitan, Breckin- 
ridge Long, United States Ambas- 
sador to Italy, follows the rule, 
“When in Rome do as the Romans 
do.”

MANILA, P. I., Dec. 21.—Protests 
against a Philippine constabulary 
raid on the Russian ship Serge 
Ordijionikidze in Manila harbor 
have been telegraphed to Moscow 
and the Soviet Embassy in Wash- 
ington, Capt. M. Strelkoff said to- 
day.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—A 13-point 
recovery program, including condi- 
tional abandonment of several 
phases of the new deal, was ad- 
vanced last night by Senator Wag- 
ner (Dem.), of New York, one of 
President Roosevelt's legislative ad- 
visers. 

“Certain portions of the new deal 
must become embodied in perma- 
nent law and crystallized in public 


sentiment,” Wagner told a meeting 
at the Catholic Club. 


At another point, he said: “Other 
parts of our program are more sus- 
ceptible to modification. A certain 
amount of experimentation is an 
essential element of domestic gov- 
ernment. We have not sought the 
pretended finality of a dictatorial 
state with all the mock certainty of 
its glorified blueprints. 

“Whatever may be the case in 
other lands, I do not believe that 
the methods of freedom are out- 
worn or even discredited in the 
United States. On the contrary, 
they have been re-tested and re- 
confirmed during the past 20 
months.”

UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE PLAN 


Brookings Institution Re- 
port Says It Has Saved 
Self Respect of Mass of 
English Workers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Unem- 
ployment insurance has saved the 


“self-respect and personal integrity” 
of the mass of British workers and 
its benefits have “probably offset 
any disadvantage arising from the 
cost of premiums,” Isador Lubin 
and A. C. C. Hill Jr. reported in a 
study published by Brookings In- 
stitution. 

They deny that the cost of un- 
employment insurance increased 
prices in such a degree as to crip- 
ple consumption and reduce ex- 
ports, as some critics have charged. 
The cost to the employer has been 
an “insignificant” factor in the cost 
of production, Lubin and Hill re- 
port. For the 14 years that the 
British system has been function- 
ing, they place it at a maximum of 
1 per cent of the wage bill in man- 
ufacturing and mining, in which 
practically all‘workers are insured. 

“The British attack on unemploy- 
ment” is the title of the study 
which the Brookings Institution

$671,000,000 Deficit Explained. 


Although the authors found that 
the British unemployment fund in- 
_curred a deficit for the 14 years 
| ending in March, 1934, of about 
| $671,000,000 they point out’ there 
|was paid by the fund $788,000,000 
which was outright poor relief 
rather than real unemployment in- 
surance benefits. This occurred as 
the depression deepened and suc- 
cessive governments sought to solve 
the problem of relief by easing the 
benefit requirements. 

“The benefits which have accrued 
to industry and to the nation as a 
result of unemployment insurance 
probably offset any disadvantages 
arising from the cost of premiums,” 
rthe authors say. “Labor reserves 


‘| have remained in fair condition, the 


| civil peace has been well preserved, 
property loss resulting from discon- 
tented labor has been almost negli- 
gible, and purchasing power for 
certain consumers’ goods has been 
remarkably well maintained. It is 
peculiarly significant that indus- 
tries which rely on the many 
small purchases of the rank and 
file, such as the manufacture of to- 
bacco, furniture, the publication of 
newspapers and the distribution of 
commodities have suffered little 
from unemployment.” 
Checks and Balances. 

The British system, under which 
contributions are made by workers, 
employers and the Government, 
provides “excellent checks and bal- 
ances,” the autbors assert. “The 
employer should pay at least part 
of the social cost of preserving his 
labor reserves, of installing Jabor- 
saving devices, of failing to sta- 
bilize production and of poor em- 
ployment practices. The wage earn- 
er under this system, they add, 
“realizes that if benefits are to be 
extended or conditions relaxed, he, 
as well as his employer, must de- 
duct the additional contributions 
from current income. 

“The treasury should contribute 
because unemployment is a public 
as well as an industrial problem. 
Irregular employment growing out 
of consumer whims -and fads may 
thus to some extent be paid for by 
the consumer in the form of taxes.” 

British experience “clearly indi- 
cates,” say the authors, that an 
unemployment insurance fund can 
maintain its financial solvency only 
by limiting the period of unemploy- 
ment fer which it assumes liagél- 
ity. The cost of the British s- 
tem during the last 14 years has 
been $4,486,000,000 of which employ- 
ers and workers have paid $2,126,- 
000,000 and the national govern- 
ment $886,000,000 in premiums. The 
remainder except $107,000,000 from 
an earlier fund, came out of the 
treasury. 

Preferred to Relief. 

Unemployment insurance is pre- 
ferable to any workable relief sys- 
tem yet devised from the stand- 
point of maintaining the workers’ 
morale, the authors say. Although 
agreeing that ‘‘no system of em- 
ployment relief can completely es- 
cape the danger of demoralizing 
some of its beneficiaries,’ they as- 
sert that, ‘‘for every British work- 
er demoralized, a score may owe 
their self-respect and personal in- 
tegrity to national unemployment 
insurance.” 

Relief by public works has been 
a failure in England, according to 
Hill and Lubin, largely because of 
the lack of advance planning and 
the difficulties in acquiring land 
from private owners.

Some of this elaborate camou- 
flage of gifts, in addition to mak- 
ing the prese:.t as acceptable as 
possible, may be an adaption from 
some of the earlier folk customs 
at Christmas time. Such, for in- 
stance as the Norwegian way of 
wrapping up a small article of jew- 
elery in a truss of hay, or in a 
sheaf of corn and leaving it for the 
recipient, to literally “dig out” the 
valuable object. 

Many of the Christmas festivities,

as we know them, are a matter of 
a tradition that has come down 
through the ages. “Christmas me- 
morials,” with the purpose of pro- 
viding Christmas celebrations—ad 
infinitum, are a custom that are 
mentioned in English chronicles as 
early as 1729.

On top of each 
handle, is an open white poinsettia, 
with a candle that will be lighted 
on Christmas Eve, when the cele- 
bration takes place. 

For many years these Christmas 
gifts for the old ladies, who are 
members of the Home of the 
Friendless, at 4431 South Broadway, 
were wrapped by Mrs. Frank 
Hammar, and more recently, Mrs. 
Auguste B. Ewing has carrieg on 


the tradition of seeing that these 
packages, resplendent in shimmer- 
ing ruby and tinsel and green, rep- 
resent something of the spirit of 
Christmas, to these old ladies, who 
in their youth must have celebrated 
this festive day in their own homes 
after the best Victorian manner. 


Style dictates show their influ- 
ence in the wrapping of packages, 
and these old ladies at the Home 
of the Friendless, who as children, 
no doubt, followed the dictates of 
good taste in doing up their Christ- 
mas gifts in demure bundles, firmly 
tied with red and green ribbon— 
must be surprised, indeed, to see 
the shining success of these pres- 
ent day packages, done up in 
streamers and off center bows, or 
the flights of fancy with Santa 
Clauses and glittering ornaments.

“know best.” 

It is hard for the child, too, who 
has been brought up on the theory 
that his parents are all-wise, but 
one day waking up to the fact that 
there are many things about which 
they know little or nothing.

HERE is hardly any other de- 
T partment of surgery which has 

made such remarkable technical 
progress within recent years as that 
branch known as “plastic surgery” 
—the repair of deformities, espe- 
cially around the face. And this 
advance has been made not through 
any new discovery, but through a 
continual improvement on the part 
of individuals and their ability to do 
this very delicate and difficult 
work, 
Far from new, it is, on the con- 
trary, one of the oldest branches of 
the surgical specialties, the first fa- 
mous operator being named Talia- 
cotti, who flourished about 1597. 
The pictures in his surgery are so 
remarkably like the operations that 
are done today in plastic surgery as 
to be quite modern. 
For instance, a modern plastic 
surgeon in remaking a nose, will 
often have to take a large area of 
skin from the arm, and inasmuch as 
it is a principle of tissue grafting 
that the only thing likely to live is 
an autograft, or, in other words, tis- 
sues taken from the same individu- 
al, the skin for the new nose must 
be taken from the patient’s own 
body. 
In order to do this, the plastic 
surgeon cuts a flap of skin off the 
arm, but leaves the base of it intact 
in order that it will get a good blood 
supply. He then bandages the pa- 
tient’s arm to his head so that the 
graft is held in place after he sews 
it on to the nose. The work requires 
quite as much patience and courage 
on the part of the patient as it does 
on the part of the surgeon. 
Exactly similar conditions are 
found represented in Taliacotti’s old 
textbook published before 1600. 
The results of all these things are 
quite remarkable. Such congenital 
diseases as harelip and cleft palate 
are today remedied with four or 
five times the success that previ- 
ously met such efforts. The treat- 
ment of burns and injuries of the 
face allows us to restore conditions 
practically to the ideal cosmetic 
condition. For cosmetic purposes, 
plastic surgeons can not only lift 
the fate, but lift the neck. The op- 
eration for the treatment of “gob- 
bler neck” is called “cervico-rhyti- 
dectomy.” Mongolian eyes are made 
look Occidental; large noses, 
small; small noses, large. In fact, 
you can have nearly any kind of 
physiognomy that you want with 
the help of the modern plastic sur- 
geon.

ANSWER: The condition already 
is cross-eyes—or squint.

Ww HAT would you do if you 


were Dictator?” a reader 

asks. “For my part I 
should not know what to do—it is 
such a mess. Like Raskin, I would 
try to macadamize some new roads 
to heaven. 

“As you recall, he said he would 
make Italians industrious, the Swiss 
romantic, the Americans quiet, 
churchmen rational, and politicians 
honest, but he had no hope of doing 
any of those things.” 

What would 1 doas Dictator? My 
first and chief aim would be to get 
a better, wiser, nobler idea into the 
minds of men. The world is what 
it is because it thinks as it does. 
It will never be different until it 
thinks differently. As it thinks so 
it is and will be. 

At present the world is upside 
down, and it must be turned right 
side up. It puts the profit motive 
first, whereas it ought to be last. 
It is based on selfishness, and that 
is a denial of life. 

Can the thinking of the world be 
changed? Assuredly, it has been 
done many times. The late Benja- 
min Kidd said that the women of 
the world, by using “the emotion 
of the ideal,” can change the mind 
and heart and spirit of the race in 
one generation. And he was right. 

Take the case of Cato, the Ro- 
man senator. On a journey he 
visited the city of Carthage and saw 
that it would soon be the rival of 


Rome. When he returned he began 
to say, “Carthage must be de- 
stroyed.” 


At first people laughed at him, 
but he kept on saying it. At last 
all Rume began to say it, and 
Carthage was destroyed so com- 
pletely that men hardly knew where 
it stood. Cato did a wrong thing in 
the right way. 

In the same way, Peter the Her- 
mit went through Europe calling 
men to go on a Crusade, using the 
slogan, “God wills it.” Today, if 
we got the slogan into the minds 
of men, “War must be destroyed. 
God wills it!” war would be at an 
end almost before we knew it. 

By the same psychology that men 
work evil, good may be done. The 
law is the same, if we have the wit 
to use it. There is no patent on 
this principle, and no limit to what 


it can do.
